THE FALL OF BERLIN WALL II 

The Berlin Wall was erected during 
the Kennedy presidency, in 1961, and 
was torn down on November 9,1989.

Liberal Democrats have controlled this 
country for forty years through domi¬ 
nance of the legislative branch of gov¬ 
ernment and the mainstream media. 
During this time they have tossed out 
pork like piggies at an unlimited 
trough. For anyone who needs recent 
visual proof they only have to look at 
the Prince of Pork, Ted Kennedy, 
during the elections. (That boy be 
bloated!

The average American now realizes 
that we have traded away the heritage 
earned in blood by our ancestors for 
the sake of the social dabblers who 
have wished to destroy our very souls 
through giveaway programs hidden 
under the auspices of "caring" and 
"equality".

He was asked what 
he thought of the flat tax and replied 
he would vote for it if we had a 100% 
inheritance tax. So income could be 
redistributed. Guess he will have to 
become an economist as he lost in a 
landslide. 

Then there was "conservative" Mike 
Kreidler. Mikey, an optometrist, was 
called to active duty during Desert 
Storm and had to do eye examina¬ 
tions at Ft. Lewis, 15 miles from his 
home. This did not prevent the war¬ 
rior from appearing in ads, with an 
AR15 in tow, touting his status as a 
"veteran" of the Kuwaiti war. He also 
voted for the Crime Bill and was proud 
that he helped get those nasty AR15's 
off the street. His foresight was lack¬ 
ing, however, as he also went down 
along with the other sound-bite liars 
that have inhabited the Beltway. 


The upshot in my state, where we * 
have the Yasser Arafat look-alike Mike 
Lowry as Governor, was that we now 
have 7 Republicans and 2 Democrats 
in the House of Representatives. This 
is in spite of the Clinton visits. Every 
Democrat except Foley rushed to be 
seen with the Boy and it cost them the 
whole state. 

HEE HEE GUFFAW GUFFAW. Oops, 
enough of that. We have to feel their 
pain and care! 

• In Massachussets we had the reelec¬ 
tion of the Doctor of Diving, Ted 
Kennedy. He was running against Mr. 

Kennedy, whose 
brother was the first Roman Catholic 
elected to the presidency, promptly 
made a big issue about Mr. Romney's 
faith.

This is, in and of itself, no ground¬ 
breaking precedent as there have been 
many such cases nationwide; how¬ 
ever, this election is notable because 
he is a conservative Republican . There 
were 22 black Republican candidates 
for the U.S. House and 8 of them, 
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excluding the Watts race, won 40% or 
more of the vote. This is significant.

It has been largely forgotten in the 
past 40 years that the black commu¬ 
nity at one time was basically church¬ 
going, hard-working, independent, 
and self-reliant. Most of the black 
families I knew as a military brat were 
proud and toward looking. Yes, then 
as at any other time, there was a feel¬ 
ing of racism and exclusion among 
this community, but there was also 
cohesion and hope. 

The failed Liberal policies of the past 
40 years, especially as regards wel¬ 
fare, has created a black community 
that has lost the dignity and pride of 
the past. These policies have done the 
same to many other ethnic and racial 
communities in America. The evi¬ 
dence is in the schools that do not 
educate but "dumb down" the stan¬ 
dards; the proliferation of people who 
feel government not only should pro¬ 
vide opportunity for economic 
growth, but actually supply the 
growth without the recipient being 
required to pay for it; the excuses we 
hear for every individual act against 
society and family; and the dema¬ 
gogic bureaucracy that stifles indi¬ 
vidual initiative and freedom. 
Ithasbeen the "caring" Jesse Jacksons, 
Bill Clintons' Ted Kennedys, and other 
misguided and self-centered wanna¬ 
be kings and queens who have de¬ 
stroyed hope, and fostered depen¬ 
dence. The tide is turning and the 
most hopeful sign is recognition 
within the black community that they 
have also been duped by the Profes¬ 
sional Purveyors of Poverty. It is time 
for this community to turn to and 
learn from those who have paid the 
personal price for economic success, 
instead of letting them be torn apart 
by the liberal media. Primary ex¬ 
amples are Colin Powell, Clarence 
Thomas, Thomas Sowell, Armstrong 
Williams, Booker T. Washington, and 
other conservatives who know that it 
is the individual, not government- 
mandated excuses, that helps com¬ 
munities. 


• California had Huffington versus 
Feinstein, Wilson versus Brown, and 
Proposition 187. This place always 
has election fun. 

Huffington spent some $28 MILLION 
of his own money in a losing effort 
against Mz. Feinstein. She never met a 
gun she ever liked, except her own, 
and panders to the normal Act Up 
knee-jerk Liberal bunch based in that 
pinkest of American cities, San Fran¬ 
cisco. Huffington has maintained that 
if it wasn't for him spending all of his 
own money in California, the Demo¬ 
crats would have won more seats 
nationwide as they would not have 
had to spend so much money against 
Huffington. I guess this is some kind 
of New Age logic I really do not pre¬ 
tend to understand. Guess the ques¬ 
tion is, "Why would someone spend 
so much of his own money to be a U.S.
